WILL BE ISSUED 


Rationing Machinery Slated 


To Be Ready Within Month

WASHINGTON, Feb . 4—Special 
“sagar stamps” to b e -Issu e d 'b y 
the gov ernm ent to registered con­ 
sum ers will b e required 
b efore 
pu.v hases can he made under the 
pending eugar rationing program, 
it was learned today. 
Each stamp will perm it an indi­ 
v idual to b uy 12 ounces of sugar 
—his weekly ration. 
A spokesman for the Office of 
Price Administration disclosed that 
b ooklets containing enough stamps 
to lAst three months or more will 
he printed and that the time re­ 
quired for the printing will delay 
operation of the rationing machin­ 
ery for a t least another month. 
It was reported that the plan 
contemplates registration of 
co n - 
sum ers b y families, with stamp 
b ooklets to b e Issued to each mem­ 
b er of the family regardless of 
age. Howev er, no more than one 
stamp a person may b e used each 
week. This would allow a family 
of three, for example, a weekly 
ration^ of 36 ounces of sugar. 
The OPA spokesman said de- 
lails of the registration require­ 
ments hav e not yet b een worked 
out. Stamp b ooks will b e issued a t 
the time of registration. 
OPA said the rationing will b e 
superv ised b y local b oard« , prob a­ 
b ly the same b oards now handling 
tire rationing b ut augmented b y a 
memb er or memb ers drawn from 
the food industry. 
It -Is understood that retailers 
accepting the sugar stamps will 
paste them on “sugar cards”. When 
a card ie filled, the retailer then 
can present it to his wholesaler as 
authority to purchase the exact 
amount of sugar represented b y 
the stamps on the card. 
Details of the rationing are b eing 
perfected jointly b y the OPA and 
the War Production Board.

4—The tales of 
woe which are pouring out of 
the Nazifled 
Flurope 
that Adolf 
has b uilt prob ab ly represent, when 
v iewed in the aggregate, a greater 
danger to the fuehrer than the 
dev astation which Is stalking the 
ranks of his arm ies on the Rus­ 
sian steppes. 
The ov er-night news carried a 
fresh crop of dev elopmeuta which 
emphasize the chaos into which 
the unhappy continent has sunk. 
W ith each succeeding day we get 
more v iv idly the picture of a Ger­ 
m any which is still powerful b ut 
which stands as an island in a sea 
of disaster and despair. 
This m eans that H err H itler Is 
driv en to wage war against more 
than arm ed forces. He Is fighting 
to keep from b eing engulfed in this 
growing chaos himself. And that’s 
a b it of encouragem ent for the 
Allies to go along with. 
Hunger and priv ation ar« wide­ 
spread throughout the continent. 
BmaTI wonder then that the peo­ 
ples in Nazi b ondage are rev olting 
against their ov sriords. You see 
It iB Frsdiea, Norway, Caacho-SIov a- 
Itla, Poland, YugoslayUK ftiMlaW4h- 
in short* wherev er th* heav y hand 
of H itler rests. The lastest Straw 
to show how the wind b lows comes 
from Stockholm today—news that 
.the Nazis hav e imposed a state of 
siege on Amsterdam b ecause of 
pub lic dem onstrations and sab o­ 
tage. 
In calling attention to this sit­ 
uation It isn't my purpose to create 


I a wav e of optimiam--though we 
are entitled to take encouragement 
from it—b ut to help clarify the 
status of the war. It can b e seen 
how necessary It is to strike hard 
at H itler now as his difficulties 
increase, and not giv e him any 
chance to recov er, or to use his 
still great strength against some 
weak spot.

Back-to-the wall 
fighting produce* heroic efforts, 
b ut it’s quite likely to produce a 
lot of grief as well, and we must 
expect that b efore things get b et­ 
ter.

The youth was home on furlough 
in August, enroute from Alaska to 
Hawaii. About October, be returned 
to the west coast and went back 
to Hawaii. 
W hile young Devon’s death was 
the first here officially acknow­ 
ledged, two other local sailors were 
reported “missing in action”. They 
were brothers. Richard Casto, 19, 
and Charles Casto, 21. grandsons 
of Mrs. Alice Eddy of Lincoln ave. 
The first death in the county was 
reported about Dec. 17 when the 
navy departm ent advised Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward McGuckin of East 
Palestine th at their son. “Bud” 
McGuckin, 19, had been killed in 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. Dec. 7. 
The navy’s message to the Dev­ 
on’s gave no details as to when, 
where, or how the boy died but ex­ 
pressed sympathy and was signed 
by R ear Admiral Randall Jacobs. 
The family had believed that he 
had been wounded sometime earlier 
as in one postcard he wrote he was 
’“able to sit up and take nourish­ 
ment”, and in another that “he 
was on top again”, as though, he 
may have been merely ill. 
Robert left high school in his 
senior year. 1940. to join the navy 
and he became a radioman, third 
class, his rating at the tim e of 
his death.

The OPA spokesman said de­ 
tails of the registration require­ 
ments have not yet been worked 
out.

Hunger and privation are wide 
spread throughout th* continent 
Small wonder then that the peo 
pies in N ail bondage are revolting 
against their overlords.

in short* wherever tho heavy hand 
of Hitler rests. The lsstest itraw 
to dhow how the wind blows comes 
from Stockholm today—news that 
.tho Nasis have imposed a state of 
siege on Amsterdam because of 
public demonstrations and sabo 
tags. 
In calling attention to this sit­ 
uation it isn’t my purpose to create 
a wave of optimism—though we 
are entitled to take encouragement 
from it—but to help clarify the 
status of the war. It can be seen 
how necessary it is to strike hard 
at H itler now as his difficulties 
increase, and not give him any 
chance to recover, or to use his 
still great strength against some 
weak 8pot. 
This, of course,

problem of the Allies in finding 
quick reinforcem ents for tbs bat­ 
tle of the Pacific.

Dutch Rueh To Attack 
“Our planes did not hesitate to 
open the attack, which was ham­ 
pered by heavy Japanese anti-air­ 
craft fire reaching up to tw’o miles. 
The Dutch planes, however, were 
difficult targets for the Japanese 
gunners and disappeared in the 
clouds after diving down and re­ 
leasing their bomba.” 
One of the first bombs, the offi­ 
cers said. dix>pped "right in the 
middle” of a Isrge w arship-pre­ 
sumably a battleship. A terrific ex­ 
plosion was heard, and thick smoke 
billowed from the ship, they said. 
"A heavy cruiser was set on lire 
and was listing sharply when we 
last « aw it. and another cruiser, 
four transports and a destroyer 
were fired,” he continued. 
Elaborate Balloon Barrage 
The an ti-aircraft fire was so 
heavy, the Dutch filers said, that 
it looked as if the enemy were cele­ 
brating with a “super-fireworks dis­ 
play”.

If 
the Iron Is hardened by quenching It from a high 
tem perature, internal strains are set up aud It will 
retain its m agnetism much better. In fact. this w as 
the way the first perm anent m agnets w ere made. 
It has been found that Iron alloyed with one or 
more m etals such as aluminum, nickel and cobalt 
will have a much higher retentivity and will retain 
Its m agnetism almost indefinitely. One such m ag­ 
net m aterial is known as Alnico.

City, County Relief Leaders 


Enrolled In State Drive

c e tUMBUS, Feb. 4—Ohio’s city 
and county relief directors are be- 
in« brou«ht into the intensive drive 
by the Ohio bureau of unemploy­ 
ment 
cimipensatlon 
to 
acquaint 
workers temporarily disemployed 
by the war po^uctlon effort with 
their rights to Jobless benefits. 
In a letter to each of the city 
and county relief directors in the 
state. Administrator Herschel C. 
Atkinson pointed out that shut­ 
down of automobile plants has 
added thousands of workers to the 
unemployed rolls in Ohio. 
Reviewing the sharp increase In 
the claims load during the last two 
months, Mr. Atkinson told the di­ 
rectors that “more disconcerting 
than the increase in the number of 
X claimants, however, is the realisa­ 
tion that a large percentage V>f 
these persons . . . have little or no 
knowledge of the law or the operar 
tlon of the system.” 
Mr. Atkinson sxiggeeted to the di­ 
rectors that frequently they and 
members of their staffs have first 
contact with a disemployed worker. 
The administrator asked that these 
staff members be given an outline 
of the procedure of filing a claim 
so that they could supply workers 
with definite information on job­ 
less benefits*. 
He explained that the first thing 
a claimant should do Is ‘‘go to the 
nearest office of the U. S. employ­ 
ment service and file his claim.” 
He should take with him his 
•ocial security card and any notices 
given to him by his employer. 
The claimant. Mr. Atkinson said, 
should receive his first check with­ 
in five weeks at the latest

No. 2 7 —EXPENSES OP FARMERS 
A 
FARMHR who operatea a farm 
for profit la entitled to deduct 
from gross Income as necessary ex­ 
penses all amount« expended (other 
than those constituting capital ex­ 
penditure®) In the carrying on of 
the business of farming. The cost 
of feeding and raising livestock 
may be treated a« an expense de­ 
duction Insofar as «uch costs rep­ 
resent actual outlay, but not includ­ 
ing the value of farm produce 
grown upon the farm or the labor 
of the taxpayer. 
Also deduotlMe Is the cost of 
seed,'minor repairs to farm build­ 
ings (other than the dwelling of 
the farmer), and small tools used 
up in the course of a year or two. 
The cost of fuel and oil used for 
farm work, as well a« repairs and 
maintenance of farm machinery, is 
deductible as a business expense; 
but the c<wt of farm machinery, 
equipment, and farm buildings rep­ 
resents a capital investment and Is 
not an allowable deduction. The 
cost, however, may be recovered by 
dep^*eciation allowances. 
The coot of gaaollne. repairs and 
upkeep of an automobile if used 
wholly In connection with the tax­ 
payer«* farm operation«, as well as 
depreciation thereon, may be de­ 
ducted, but if an automobile 1s used 
partly for buslneoa and partly for 
pleasure or the convenience of the 
taxpayer or his family, the cost of 
operation may be apportioned ac­ 
cording to the extent of the use for 
purposes of business and for pleas­ 
ure or convenience, and the portion 
attributable to business will be de-| 
ductible as a neces>i^ry business 
expense. 
The cost of hired laborers and 
hired machines on & farm and the 
part of the hoard which Is pur­ 
chased for hired laborers are de­ 
ductible. Ih e value of products 
furnished by the farm and used^ 
in the board of hired laborers Is 
not a deductible expense.

No. 27—EXPENSES OF FARMERS 
A 
FARMER who operate# a farm 
for profit to entitled to deduct 
from gross income as necessary ex­ 
penses all amounts expended (other 
than those constituting capital ex­ 
penditures) in th e carrying on of 
the business of farming. The cost 
of feeding and raising livestock 
m ay be treated as an expense de­ 
duction insofar a s such costs rep­ 
resent actual outlay, but not includ­ 
ing the value of farm produce 
grown upon the farm or the labor 
of the taxpayer. 
Also deductible is the cost of 
seed,' m inor repairs to farm build­ 
ings (other than the dwelling of 
th e farm er), and small tools used 
up in the course of a year or two. 
The cost of fuel and oil used for 
farm work, as well as repairs and 
m aintenance of farm machinery, is 
deductible as a business expense; 
but the cost of farm machinery, 
equipment, and farm buildings rep­ 
resents a capital Investm ent and is 
no t an allowable deduction. The 
cost, however, m ay be recovered by 
depredation allowances. 
The cost of gasoline, repairs and 
upkeep of an autom obile lf used 
wholly in connection w ith the tax­ 
payers’ farm operations, as well as 
depreciation thereon, m ay be de­ 
ducted, but lf an automobile is used 
partly for business and partly for 
pleasure or the convenience of the 
taxpayer or his family, the cost of 
operation may be apportioned ac­ 
cording to the extent of the use for 
purposes of business aud for pleas­ 
ure or convenience, and th e portion 
attributable to bu si ness will be de-# 
dirctible as a necessary business 
expense. 
The cost of hired laborers and 
hired machines on a farm and the 
p a rt of the board which is pur­ 
chased for hired laborers are de­ 
ductible. The value of products 
furnished by the farm and used 
in the board of hired laborers is 
not 'a deductible expense. Rations 
purchased and furnished to labor­ 
ers or sharecroppers are deductible 
as a part of the labor expense. 
Amounts paid to persons engaged 
in household w ork to the extent 
th at their services are used in 
boarding and otherwise caring for 
farm laborers are deductible, but

Livestock Men Ex pect Ceiling 
On Prices As Hog Costs Spurt

CHICAGO. Feb. 4—Spectacular gains in fhe cost of live hogs, 
sending prices to the highest February levei in 15 years, caused live- 
stock men to wonder today if price control authorities will act to 
curb the upturn. 
Hogs advanced about $1 a hundred pounds in the last two weeks, 
climax ing 
a 
forward 
movement*!*— 
—- — ---------------------------------- 
which started with America’s entry 
into the war. 
At that time prices 
were more than 
82 a 
hundred 
pounds under present levels. Quo­ 
tations jumped nearly 25 percent 
In two months. 
Gains in the cost of live hogs 
have been reflected in advancing 
prices in the dressed wholesale 
trade as well as in retail prices— 
w hat the housewife m ust pay for 
pork at the butcher store. 
Hend erson Action Exp ected 
Live hogs are selling at a point 
where l^eon Henderson, price ad­ 
m inistrator, 
may 
set 
a 
ceiling 
against any further gains, in the 
opinion of some livestock men 
Henderson is empowered to place 
any ceiling at not lower than 110 
percent of parity. 
(Parity is de­ 
signed to give farm ers purchasing 
power equivalent to that which 
they had in 19 09 -14.). 
Some confusion arises from doubt 
in the trade as to what price at 
Chicago is 110 percent of parity. 
On the 'basis of present parity lev­ 
els. 110 percent of parity Is calcu­ 
lated as $11.59 a hundred pounds 
on the farm. 
Chicago prices, however, usually 
are about 60 cents above farm 
prices.

tioned in India, w rites. “My own 
experience

exam ple 
of a race u nsu rpassed in perfec­ 
tion of physiqu e and freedom from 
disease In general, whoae sole food 
consist» to this day of grains, vege- 
lab le* and fru it» , w ith a certain 
am ou nt of m ilk and b u tter, and 
goat’s m ea t only on feast days. 
I re fer to the people of the sta te 
of H u naa, situ ated in the northern 
pa rt of India.” 
Dr. M cC arrlson spent nine years 
am ong these people. T he men have 
a m agnificent physiqu e, they live 
fo a very great age and are ex­ 
trem ely fertile. 
Instinct in the case of some peo­ 
ple is lim ited b y the ir natu ral su r­ 
rou ndings and w hat they can get. 
Stefanason fou nd tha t the Eskim os, 
living on nothing b u t m eat, which 
wag ab ou t all the food availab le 
for them , » u ffered from not vita­ 
min deficiency or n u trition al lack, 
and he him self proved this b y liv­
